It  i-  slightir  higher  than 

the  average  of  the  last  seven  years,  during  which  time  it  his  been  my  privilege  to  ])re«enl  yon  wiili  the  animal  reports. 

■J'he  average  mortality  foi'  those  yeai's  i.s  Id  per  lUOt).  (In  elo.ser  e.vamination  of  the  death  list,  the  lir.st  item  calling  for 

recognition  is  the  fact  that  one  death  was  caused  by  infections  disease,  viz.,  measles.  'I'lii.s  can.-e  often  figures  in  the  list, 

and  I attribute  its  presence  greatly  to  the  fact  that  mothers  treat  tliis  di.scase  too  lightly,  with  the  p'sult  that  the  litih 
patient  often  gets  pulmonary  complications,  w hii  h are  the  eommone.sl  cause  of  death  in  eases  of  measle.-.  Wlmn  we  come 

to  the  diseases  of  the  lespiratory  organs,  we  are  pleased  to  note  a large  decrease  trom  la-t  ve  n . fhese  ili>iM>e.-  fnrni-h 

us  with  !)  deaths,  as  against  Id  last  year.  'J’ln-  decrease  is  in  the  eases  of  |diithisis  amt  pm-nmonia.  I'ln's  year  they 

account  res))eelively  for-  2 and  :J  deaths,  as  com|)ared  with  b each  last  year.  Itrom  hitis  is  responsible  tor  h death.-,  and 
one  was  eausial  by  congestion  of  the  lungs.  - — (Inr  attention  i,«  ne.\t  arrested  hy  the  large  nninb-r  of  de-athsthit  wer.- 

eauscl  by  diarrhoea.  We  had  an  e.vtensive  and  serere  onthreak  of  this  dise.i.-e  during  tlm  -n.nm.  r,  and  foiii-  ileath- 

were  caused  by  it three  in  infants,  and  one  at  the  other  e.\treme  of  life.  l-'our  di  .iths  were-  e.m- si  bv  dise.ises  id'  the 

heart,  and  two  by  another  almost  constant  factor  in  the  de.ith  li.sl,  viz.,  cancer.  J'his  disease  is  .-eareelv  ever  ali-ent  from 
my  record,  and  its  repeated  presence  is  certainly  very  saddening  to  the  medieal  mind.  Four  deaths  were  due  to  old  age, 

two  to  intestinal  obstruction,  two  to  premature  birth,  and  one  each  to  the  following  diseases;  o-erehral  Hemorrhage, 
ricketts,  softening  of  the  brain,  marasmus,  ])erilonitis,  struma,  tnbei-cular  ineiiingitis,  my.xoedema,  -liahete-,  haemophilia, 

disseminated  sclerosis,  convulsions,  injury  at  birth,  and  hanging.  'J'he  average  age  at  death  was  fortv  vears,  Tweiitv- 

onc  deaths  were  those  of  females,  and  twenty-three  of  males. 

This  is  considerahly  higher  than  last  year,  ditk-  to  the  prevalence  and  seveiit_\  of  diarrhoea  during  the 
summer  months.  Fight  infants  died  during  the  year,  so  that  the  infant  mortality  is  MS  per  1000  hirths.  This  rate  is 

considerably  lower  than  that  for  the  whole  country.  Three  of  the  eight  deaths  were  caused  hy  diarrhoea,  two  bv  premature 

birth,  one  by  uiarusiuu.s,  and  one  by  injury  at  birth. 

Fifty-four  births  were  registered  during  the  year,  27  males  and  27  females,  yielding  an  annual  birth-rate 
of  21  per  1000,  as  compared  with  21-0  per  1000  last  year. 


I now  come  to  a very  important  item  in  my  report,  viz.,  the  bidiaviour  of  zymotic  disease  in  onr 
midst  during  the  [mst  year.  Xo  deaths  are  recorded  as  occurring  Iroin  any  of  the  notitiah^  disc-^se^  hnt  one  luy^  been  caused 
liv  measles  and  four  by  diarrlioea.  Though  not  on  our  iiotitieation  sidiedule,  these  are  yet  diseases  w hich  come  under  ihe 
above  cateii-orv  of  zymotic  disease.  This  yields  n.s  a zymotic  death-rate  of  1-9(1  per  1000,  -inueh  larger  tlian  we  have 
been  aeeustomed  to,  but  yet  greatly  below-  the  average  for  the  country.  T'his  statement,  however,  by  no  means  gives  an 

adi<inato  idea  of  the  lueiilence  and  progress  of  infectious  disease  in  our  distriet.  In  the  first  part  of  the  year  scarlet 
fever  was  verv  prevalent  in  the  neighbouring  districts,  ami  was  imported  into  onr  distriet  twice  during  the  month  of 
.lami.irv.  due  case  was  removed  to  the  hospital,  and  disinfection  of  a large  family  and  house  was  promptly  carried 

out,  with  the  result  that  no  further  ease  appe.ired.  ■ T'he  other  patient,  being  an  only  child,  was  isolated  at  home  with 
a like  satislaetorv  result.  During  the  earli  weeks  of  the  year  a few  eases  of  measles  appeareil.  .\  slight  epidemic  of 
this  disi-a.se  began  during  the  pretiou.s  ipiailer,  but  was  undoubtedly  cut  short  bj  the  elo.sing  of  the  schools  for  the 
ebri  Im.i  • holidsi -.  Due  fatality  oeenried.  In  the  la-t  week  of  .June  two  ea-esof  tyidmid  fever  made  (heir  ap|>earame 
at  (Jlu-vergieaves.  Foth  lasCo  recovered,  and  1 could  hml  no  sullicieut  i an=e  for  the  oulhreak.  The  siuiilarj  eonditions 
of  the  house  were  sati-factorv,  and  the  uiiLk  and  water  supxdics  were  coniiuoa  to  the  neighbourhood,  which  remained  (|uite 

fiee  I'roui  the  disease.  The  third  quarter  ot  the  year  was  ehuiaeterised  by  a-  severe  epidemic  of  suiumor  diarrhu-a,  which 
resulted  in  four  deaths.  Ikcve,  deatJic,  as  is  usually  the  ease,  took  place  at  the  extreme.-  of  life,  three  htiug  iufauts. 

Maiiv  tastq  Were  fouud  apiougst  .stiong  and  healthy  adults,  but  _ amongst  these  no  fatahty  took  idaee.  A case  of 

erysipoRa  "as  also  aotihed  duriug  the  mouth  of  September.  'Tw'o  sp-oradic  cases  of  tjT'hoid^  ie.'er  appeared  duiiag  the 

thud  (puatter  tbo  year,  lu  the  first  cuiee  the  tiuh  pi^o  went  ciireet  into  ^the  ];touse  dram,  without  auy  trap  or  tiiseouuetUou

whatovev.  Tills  fact  was  reported  to  the  owner  of  the  property, ' and  was  immediately  remedied.  The  other  case 
appeared  in  a house  where  the  sink  pipe  had  no  trap  inside  the  house.  The  inmates  lived  in  the  cellar-kitchen,  and 
the  gully  over  which  the  sink  pipe  opened  was  very  foul  and  required  thcrough  cleansing.  This  was  attended  to,  and 
no  other  cases  of  disease  transpired.  In  October,  the  first  of  a series  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  in  a house  in 

Thornhill  Street.  This  case  was  isolated  at  home,  as  were  also  some  twenty-five  other  cases  which  subsequentlv 
happened.  The  reasons  for  not  remoi'ing  these  cases  to  the  hospital,  or  for  not  urging  removal  very  stronglv,  were, 
first,  that  the  hospital  authorities  only  possessed  one  ambulance,  which  was  busy  removing  small-po.v  patients,  and 
disinfecting  houses  in  u-hich  this  disease  had  appeared;  and  secondly,  that  the  cases  would  have  been  much  more  costlv 
to  the  parents  if  removed  to  the  hospital.  If  your  Hoard  persist  in  tiie  attitude  that  they  have  assumed  of  making 
parents  pay  tor  children  isolated  in  hospital,  I do  not  feel  justified  in  urging  working  men  to  incur  an  expense  much 

more  severe  than  it  otherwise  would  be,  in  order  to  protect  their  fellow  ratepayers,  who,  through  their  representatives, 

exact  the  parnnent.  Many  of  the  subsequent  case.s,  after  the  first  two,  appeared  in  children  attending  the  Hoard  School, 

and  all  about  the  same  timo.  I visitol  the  School,  and  found  two  children  attenling  school  who  were  peeling  from  a 
previous  attack  of  scarlet  fever.  One  of  those  being  resident  at  a milk  and  food  sliop,  I compulsorily  removed  to  the 
hospital.  The  other,  along  with  three  other  children  in  the  same  house  similarly  affected,  was  isolated  at  liome.  Cases 
still  continuing  to  appear  from  the  same  school,  ami  the  Xmas  holidays  being  close  at  haml,  I advised  the.  Hoard  to 

close  the  School.  This  step  was  taken,  and  the  eases  immediately  diminished  in  frequency.  Those  which 

occurred  subsequently  could  be  otherwise  accounted  for.  A few  of  the  cases  came  from  the  X^ational  school,  but  a visit 
to  this  institutioir  was  productive  of  no  explanation.  During  the  last  fortnight  of  the  year,  three  cases  were  reported 
from  llodley  district,  but  I satisfied  myself  that  these  had  been  contracted  from  infection  in  the  Leeds  Horough  ])recincts. 
And  here  I should  like  to  say  a few  words  as  to  our  admiuistr.ition  of  the  Xutifisatioii  Act.  As  regards  the  liability 
of  parents  under  the  Act,  it  has  practically  been  a,  dead  letter  during  this  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever.  The  case  \\  hich  I 
found  peeling  and  attending  sch'jol  was  from  a milk  shop.  The  nuther  of  the  bay  admitted  tint  he  hid  been  at  lionio 
with  rignttr,  head-ache,  sickness,  sore  throat,  and  a rod  rash,  and  that  afterwards  his  skin  hegnu  to  peel.  iSlic  vet 

stated  that  she  was  not  au'arc  that  he  had  been  suifering  from  scarlet  fever;  The  same  experience  has  been  repeated 
twice  since,  and  I have  found  children  in  th,-  dosquauntiiig  stage  of  scarlet  fever  attendi'.ig  school.  In  order  to  mike 
parents  aware  of  their  responsibility  to  the  public  in  this  matter,  I fear  you  will  have  to  undertake  a prosecution.  At 

any  rate  I would  urge  that  the  adoption  of  this  Act  by  your  Hoard  should  again  bo  made  public,  and  at  the  same  timo 

a determination  to  prosecute  defaulters  under  the  Act  should  be  strongly  insisted  upon.  I am  of  opinion  that  an 

intelligent  adherence  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  in  one  or  two  instances,  would  have  resulted  in  the  jireventing  of  at  least 
half  the  cases  that  have  occurred.  I would  advise  you  at  the  same  time  to  adopt  the  Infectious  Diseases  I’reventiou 
Act,  1890,  and  make  public  such  adoption.  Tliis  would  greatly  strengthen  my  hands  in  coping  with  the  sjiread  of  these 

diseases. 1 now  pass  on  to  deal  with  another  and  much  more  serious  case  of  infectious  disease,  which  has  visited  us 

during  the  jour.  On  the  28th  of  October  a case  of  small-pox  was  discovered  at  the  house  of  Mr  Mills,  llavenselirt'e 
Terrace.  I had  little  doubt  that  this  was  contracted  in  Hradford,  where  the  disease  was  raging  furiously  .at  the  time. 
The  patient  had  been  to  Hradford,  and  to  a place  of  public  amusement  there,  about  tweh'e  days  before  the  initial  rigo^- 
Our  small-pox  hospital  was  not  open  to  receive  patients  at  that  time,  owing  to  repairs  and  painting.  The  patient  Inid 
to  he  kept  at  homo  six  days  after  the  rash  appc.arod,  and  disinfection  of  the  house  and  inmates  could  not  be  effected 
for  ten  days.  There  being  eight  other  persons  in  the  house  these*  conditiois  were  very  awkward.  After  consultation 

with  your  chairman  I took  the  following  procedure  : 1 re-vaecinated  all  the  inmates  of  the  house,  and  promised  that  if 

strict  quarantine  were  maintained  your  Hoard  would  compensate  the  family  for  any  loss  iucurred  by  .staying  at  home. 
They  loyally  obeyed  my  injunctions.  After  removal  to  th.-  ho-^pital,  tho  house  was  disiufoeted,  an  I no  extension  of  disease 
occurred.  On  November  Gth  another  case  of  ^small-pox  was  notified  to  me  at  Cliffe  Cottages,  Dick  Lane.  This  case  was  removed 

to  hospital,  but  the  inmates  of  the  house  refused  quarantine,  and  two  also  refused  re-vaceiuation.  Uu  November  20th., 

another  case  turned  up  in  the  .same  house.  . It]  was  forthwith  remivel  to  hospital.  — — a secoii  I disinfection  took  pbreo, 
and  no  further  extension  was  recorded.  . The  great  desideratum  in  cases  of  small-iio.x  is  power  of  compulsory  detention  of 
those  persons  who  have  been  exposed  to  the  infection  during  a sutficiently  long  period  to  cover  the  timo  of  inenhation, 
and  power  to  corapemsate  such  persons  out  of  the  rates.  Those  powers  wc  do  not  yet  possess,  but  I may  inform  lou 
that  the  Incoiqiorated  Society  of  iledical  Officers  of  Health  is  just  about  to  make  a strong  representation  to  the  Local 
Government  Hoard  on  these  lines.  On  the  81st  of  December  a case,  of  small-pox  was  removed  to  the  hospital  from  my 
own  house,  in  the  person  of  my  cook.  You  will  be  aware  that  a great  deal  of  talk  has  arisen  from  this  case.  I 
was  attending  case.s  of  small-pox  at  pur  hospital  at  the  time  this  case  happened,  and  1 wa.s  blamed  as  the  cause  of  the 
disease.  I think  that  such  censure  is  perfectly  unjustifiable.  Twelve  days  before  the  apiiearauce  of  the  rash  my  cook 
had  been  down  to  Leeds  by  train,  on  the  direct  line  from  Hradford,  in  which  place  small-pox  was  spreading  alarmingly, 

• as  many  as  80  cases  appearing  weekly.  I may  say  that  since  that  time  I have  become  acquainted  M'ith  two  cases 

in  which  similai  circumstances  have  caused  the  disease.  'Whilst  attending  small-pox  I used  a special  suit  of  clollies  for 
the  purpose,  and  over  this  mackintosh  covering.  I never  came  away  without  thorouglily  disinfecting  every  exposed  ])art 
of  iny  ' person.  Having  only  had  my  cook  for  one  month,  and  not  having  spent  ten  minutes  of  that  time  in  her  presence,  I 
fail  utterly  to  see  how  I can  have  conveyed  the  disease  to  her,  after  taking  the  abave  precautions.  I have  felt  it  mv 
duty  to  go  into  thc.se  details,  as  I consider  the  chargi*  which  has  been  made  against  me  a very  serious  and  unjustifiable 
one.  In  virtue  of  my  position  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  I have  had  to  attend  cases  of  infectious- disease  at  our 

hospital,  in  the  interests  of  the  public  health,  and  at  a great  sacrifice  to  myself.  The  recompense  that  I got  is  undeserved 
censure  from  an  ignorant  public,  whose  interests  I am  trying  to  serve.  I trust  that  your  Hoard  will  ponder  this 

question  seriously  before  lending  any  official  sanction  to  such  conduct. With  rcgaul  to  other  infectious  diseases,  we  have 

had  a few  cases  of  mumps,  whooping  cough,  and  influenza,  hut  none  of  these  have  assumed  epidemic  form.  M'ith  respect 

to  the  extension  of  small-pox,  I shall  have  something  further  to  say  in  my  ne.xt  quarterly  report. 1 trust,  gentlemen, 

that  it  will  he  a long  time  before  I have  to  present  you  with  such  a foimidahle  array  of  cases  of  zymotic  disease  in 
my  annual  report.  These  diseases  travel  in  cycles,  and  will  doubtless  again  cause  us  disquiet,  hut  I hope  the  date  is 
far  distant. 


In  order  that  yon  may  know  how  you  compare  with  the  ncighhotiring  districts,  as  regards  infectious 
disease,  I append  for  your  perusal  the  tabulated  results  of  our  Conjoint  Hospital  work  during  the  jear.  You  will  see 
from  it  that  we  haVe  had  the  least  admissions  of  any  of  the  conjoint  districts,  but  this  would  not  have  been  so,  if  our 
early  cases  of  scarlet  fever  had  been  removed  to  hospital.

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You  vill  sec  from  the  above  that  the  total  mortality  has  heeii  eight,  \ieldirig  a ])er<'eutage  of  (If 


those  Calvcrley  has  not  furnished  one  death.  Xeither  lias  any  ease  of  mortality  taken  [dace  amougst  thoie  who  remained 
at  home,  — a very  satisfactory  termination  to  a very  disquieting  episode.  In  eonelusion,  1 .should  like  to  urire  you  to 
accord  to  the  above  institution  your  intelligent  and  generous  support,  and  to  treat  till  matters  relating  thereto  in  a progressive 
and  enlightened  manner.  Upon  such  an  attitude  depends  entirely  its  efficacy  in  ]>  reventing  the  spread  of  infectious 
disease  within  our  borders. 
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Sewerage 
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The  important  feature  in  our  water  supply  during  the  year  has  been  your  aciiui'ition  of  control  o\er  the 
Harden  water  of  the  ilradford  Corporation.  This  is  a very  satisfactory  consummation.  In  spite  of  the  dryness  of  the  .season,  1 
heard  no  complaints  as  to  inadequacy  of  supply.  'J'his  I attribute  greatly  to  the  fact  that  many  more  houses  have  been  connected 
with  the  Board's  supply,  owing  to  last  year’s  failure  of  the  Thonihill  water.  Certain  defects  in  this  latter  reservoir  have  also 
been  remedied,  with  the  result  of  a more  copious  suiijil) . I am  afraid,  however,  that  this  will  alwaj-  he  inadequate 
and  open  to  grave  suspicion.  May  I commend  your  action  also  in  supplying  the  Barden  water  at  :i  somewhat  lower 
figure  than  formerly,  which  offers  an  inducement  to  householders  to  connect  with  this  better  and  more  <-opious  source. 
A further  reduction  in  the  price  of  this  important  domesth-  commodity  is  eminently  desirable,  if  you  can  .see  your  way  to 
such  a course.  There  still  remain  many  houses  in  tlie  district  which  have  no  supply  inside,  iind  are  totally  ilei)endent 
on  W'olls, — always  a dangerous  source  of  water  in  a ]/o2)ulous  eommunily.  dm'  of  these  wells  has  been  shown  during 
the  year  to  he  very  seriously  contaminated,  and  the  si.\  houses  drawing  their  supplj  fiom  this  source  havi'  been  luovided 
with  a better  water.  With  regard  to  the  provision  of  a cjpious  and  satisfactory  suiqdy  of  water,  1 wouhl  urge  you 

to  continue  a generous  jiolicy,  such  as  has  actuated  you  during  the  [last  year.  T'he  effect  of  this  [adicy  has  been 

evident  during  an  e.xcessively  dry  year  in  the  absence  of  complaints  as  to  detieiency  of  water. 

A deep  sewer  has  been  laid  during  the  year  along  the  whole  of  Caiiel  Street,  and  all  the  house  drains  in 
the  street  connected  thereto.  There  stills  remains  a small  portion  of  the  village  unprovided  with  deep  sewers,  and  1 juesume  you 
will  attend  to  this  as  soon  ns  you  find  opiiortunity.  In  con.sequenee  of  the  action  of  the  County  Council  I understand  you  have 
made  considerable  progress  towards  a scheme  for  outfall  works  to  treat  our  sewage.  The  absence  of  such  works  is  one  great 
defect  in  our  sanitary  system,  and  I trust  th.at  you  are  grnilually  evolving  a sound  and  efficient  method  of  dealing  with  tiie 
question.  I should  like  to  impress  uiion  you  that  this  work  is  a targe  one,  and  deserves  serious  thought.  Above  all,  do  not 
aiipro.ieh  the  question  in  a niggardly  spirit,  but  if  po.ssilde  let  the  first  cost  be  tiie  lust  cost.  This  is  emineiitly  a subject  wheia; 
you  can  get  a cheap  and  nasty  article,  with  eon.sequent  further  outlay  and  disapiiointment.  It  is  eminently  desirable  that  the  work 
should  be  well  and  efficiently  done,  and  that  the  effluent  when  it  leaves  the  works  and  passes  into  the  river  should  be  almost 
above  suspicion.  This  cannot  be  done  without  considerable  c.vpense,  but  that  it  ought  to  be  done,  anyone  who  rememhers  the 
condition  of  the  river  in  the  summer  months  will  he  the  last  person  to  deny.  There  still  remain  some  houses  in  the  village 

which  are  not  disconnected  from  the  drains.  Some  have  been  remedied  during  the  year,  but  everything  is  not  yet  in  order  in 

this  respect. 


Nuisances— 


My  attention  has  only  been  called  to  one  nuisance  during  the  year,  which  was  promi)tly  remedieil  by  the 
responsible  person.  I presume  therefore  that  the  work  of  your  nuisance  in.sjwctor  has  been  aided  by  the  good 
intentions  of  the  inh.abitants,  and  that  any  nuisances  complained  of  have  been  remedied  without  my  inten  enlion.  In  my 
inspection  of  the  district,  I find  no  crying  nuisances  to  report.  I have  had  no  complaints  as  to  slaughter-houses  or 
cow-sheds,  and  I presume  these  are  therefore  in  such  a state  as  to  satisfj'  your  imspector. 


Conclusion— 


In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  1 would  urge  your  attention  during  the  ensuing  year  to  the  following  points : — 

1.  — The  adoption  of  the  Infectious  Diseases  Prevention  Act. 

2.  — The  provision  of  Sewage  treatment  works. 

3.  — The  insistence  upon  an  adequate  supply  of  suitable  tvatcr  to  all  houses  in  the  district. 

4.  — The  more  frequent  cleansing  of  ashpits. 

b.- — The  more  stringent  administration  of  the  Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  Act. 

I should  also  like  to  lake  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  your  generous  support  of  a cotfrsc  of  Lectures  on 
Sanitary  subjects,  delivered  during  the  early  .months  of  the  year.  The  lecturers  were  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Joint 

Hospital  district,  and  the  subjects  dealt  with  comiirised  house  construction  and  drainage,  am,  water,  food,  and  infectious 
disease.  They  were  w'ell  attended,  and  I had  reason  to  believe  that  they  were  followed  by  satisfaotory  results.  All 
such  elforts  deserve  your  approbation.
